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MARKET  REVIEIY 


The  increase  in  refined  sugar  prices,  which  was  annouQced  around 
the  middle  of  March,  came  at  about  the  same  time  of  the  year  as  a 
similar  announcement  in  1953»     In  both  instances,  the  announcement 
had  the  customary  effect  of  [;;reatly  increasing  primary  sugar 
deliveries  before  the  increased  prices  became  effective. 

The  weekly  rate  of  primary  sugar  distribution  averaged  about  129,000 
tons  during  the  first  nine  complete  v/eeks  of  1954  and  about  135,000 
tons  during  the  first  nine  complete  weeks  of  1953.    Actual  distribution 
during  any  week  never  varied  by  more  than  about  15,000  tons  from  these 
averages. 

Hovj-ever,  during  the  follomng  four  weeks  -  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
weeks  of  March  and  the  first  week  ending  in  April  -  the  weekly  rate  of 
primary  sugar  distribution  averaged  about  181,000  tons  in  1954  and 
191,000  tons  in  1953.     The  first  week  ending  in  April  was  the  first 
week  of  this  year  during  which  primary  sugar  distribution  v/as  very 
materially  larger  than  during  the  corresponding  week  of  1953. 

For  the  first  three  months  of  1954,  primary  distribution  was  about 
140,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Refiners'  deliveries  accounted 
for  62,000  tons  and  importers*  direct  consumption  sugar  deliveries 
for  another  41,000  tons  of  this  lag.     Sugar  users'  stocking  late  in 
the  fall  in  anticipation  of  a  dockers'  strike,  the  availability  of 
some  beet  sugar  v/hich  had  been  charged  to  1953  quotas  and  was  sold 
in  the  form  of  constructive  deliveries,  and  finally  the  strike  itself, 
which  occurred  in  March  -  -  all  these  factors  contributed  to  the 
relatively  slow  distribution  of  sugar  during  the  first  quarter. 

Actual  diversion  of  sugar  cargoes  from  the  port  of  New  York  to  obher 
ports  north  of  Cape  Hatteras  during  the  strike,  was  reported  in  the 
press.     In  addition,  cargoes  were  dispatched  directly  to  New  Orleans. 
In  January  and  February,  58  percent  of  all  raw  sugar  was  received  in 
ports  north  of  Cape  Hatteras^  during  the  five=-week  period  ended  April 
3 J  1954,  however,  only  50  percent  of  all  rav/  sugar  v/ent  to  these  ports e 
By  contrast.  New  Orleans  received  only  20  percent  of  all  raw  sugar  in 
Jantiary  and  February  but  25  percent  during  the  follovdng  five-=week 
periods 

After  the  200,000  ton  increase  in  the  domestic  sugar  quota  was 
announced  on  March  16,  the  price  of  raw  sugar  in  New  York  declined 
by  10  points  on  the  follovdng  day  and  by  5  more  points  late  in  the 
month,  but  this  was  followed  by  a  rapid  8  point  increase  on  March  31 
v.hich  carried  the  price  to  6^20  cents  per  pound.     It  has  remained  at 
this  level  since  then.     The  world  market  price,  f.a.Ss  Cuba,  moved 
in  the  same  direction  as  the  domestic  raw  price.     Shortly  after  the 
increase  in  the  U,  S.  quota  xms  announced,  the  vforld  raw  price 
declined  from  3*30  cents  to  3»25  cents  per  pound.     In  theory,  an  in- 
crease in  the  U,  S.  quota  would  tend  to  strengthen  the  vrorld  market 
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price,  since  it  tends  to  romove  sugar  fron  the  free  world  market  and 
to  earmark  it  for  the  U.  S.     However,  Cuba  has  long  set  up  special 
stocks  for  her  several  marlcets,    the  U*  S.,  the  domestic  Cuban 
market,  the  free  world  market,  and  others,  as  circumstances  may 
require c     The  beginning  allocation  of  stocks  to  the  free  world  market 
for  this  year  \'jb.s  quite  stringent*  Since  ample  reserves  are  known  to 
exists  the  increase  in  the  U.  Sc  quota  for  Cuban  sugar  had  no  effect 
on  the  free  world  ma.rket  price.     Instead^  other  factors  exerted 
their  influence  and  brought  about  a  temporary  decline  in  the  free 
world  irarket  prices     The  le.tter  began  to  rise  on  I.fe.rch  29  and  v/as 
quoted  at  3^37  cents  per  pound  on  April  12,  the  highest  level  in  more 
than  six  v/eelcs*     With  the  freight  rate  from  Cuba  to  New  York  at  0*39 
cents  per  pound,  the  difference  betv/een  the  price  of  sugar  destined 
for  the  United  States,  feass.  Cuba,  and  the  world  market  price 
amounted  to  le94  cents  on  April  12;  this  is  considerably  less  than 
the  recent  maximum  of  2*14  cents  i-^iich  prevailed  on  March  4,  but  it 
is  more  than  the  average  of  IcSO  cents  for  February* 

Early  in  Harch  the  world  futures  contract  for  delivery  in  May  1954 
developed  strength*     ICxcept  for  one  single  day  since  then,  the  Hay 
futures  price  has  closed  or  averaged  above  the  spot  price*.     The  May 
futures  price  has  also  tended  to  be  higher  than  the  July  futures 
price  since  l.Iarch  24o 

As  we  approach  the  delivery  date  for  the  Ilay  futures  contract,-  the 
situation  -phich  e-:isted  in  February  mth  respect  to  the  March  contracts 
seems  to  rei^eat  itself:     The  world  sugar  futures  contract  tends  to 
sell  above  the  spot  price,  whereas  the  dom.estic  sugar  futures  contract 
for  May  delivery  has  recently  sold  slightly  below  the  corresponding 
spot  price  indicating  a  domdnant  desire  by  holders  of  long  positions 
in  the  market  to  avoid  acceptance  and  a  pressure  for  switching  their 
long  posit  ions  5 

SEASONAL  VARIATION  OF  DOMESTIC  SUGAR  PRICES 
IN  TKE  P0ST7';AR  PERIOD 


Analysis  of  three  series  of  monthly  domestic  sugar  prices  during  the 
post-vvar  period  shows  seasonal  patterns  of  different  magnitude  for  the 
raviT  sugar,  the  vrholesale  refined  and  the  retail  series.     The  v/hole- 
sale  refined  series,  hov/ever,  shows  not  only  surprisingly?-  little 
seasonal  variation,  but  this  variation  cannot  be  considered  significant 
in  the  statistical  sense c 

The  raw  sugar  price,  duty  paid.  New  York,  displays  the  greatest 
seasonal  variation  with  a  lov;  of  96o6  percent  of  the  annual  average  in 
February  and  a  high  of  102 e  2  during  the  months  of  J\me  through 
September  end  mth  October  at  almost  the  same  level;   (Figure  1  and  Table 

1) 
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The  wholesale  refined  sugf^r  price.  New  York,  varies  much  less=  The 
seasonal  low  of  98.9  also  occurs  in  P'ebruary  and  the  high  of  101.0 
in  July  vdth  August  and  September  at  almost  the  same  level. 

The  retail  price  also  varies  very  little.    The  low  point  of  98,8 
occurs  in  May,  much  later  in  the  year  than  in  the  other  two  series; 
the  seasonal  high  of  101,0  comes  in  August  and  September.     It  thus 
coincides  with  the  period  when  the  other  two  indexes  are  high, 
although  the  retail  price  high  starts  later  in  the  season  than  the 
high  for  the  other  two  series.     For  those  who  think  in  terms  of  a 
strong  demand  for  sugar  in  the  summer,  it  may  be  a  surprise  that  the 
index  remains  below  the  annual  average  through  the  month  of  July, 
It  readies  its  highest  level  during  the  canning  season.     Indexes  of 
seasonal  variation  for  the  three  price  seric  s  were  constructed  from 
the  five-year  period  August  19li8  through  July  19S3.     I'he  period 
includes  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Korea  with  the 
subsequent  spurt  in  prices  in  the  summer  of  19^0,     This  irregularity 
could  not  be  eliminated  and  left  some  mrrk  on  the  indexes.  In 
particular,  the  changes  from  June  to  July  in  the  wholesale  index 
and  from  July  to  August  in  the  retail  index  are  both  larger  than  any 
other  change  from  one  month  to  the  next;  the  large  magnitude  of  these 
changes  is  mostly  due  to  the  -rice  rise  in  the  summer  of  19^0 » 

"IVholesalers  Df  dry  groceries  tend  to  add  their  margin  to  their 
purchase  price  in  the  form  of  markup  percentages.     Sometimes  they  may 
vary-  their  markup  seasonally  so  as  to  counteract  a  seasonally  vary- 
ing purchase  price  and  to  charge  the  consumer  a  price  v/hich  displays 
less  seasonal  variation =     The  sugar  wholesale  price  displays  a 
small  and  not  significant  amount  of  seasonal  variation ^     Under  these 
circimistances  no  leveling  tendency  is  evident  in  the  retail  price  of 
sugar.     The  wholesale  and  retail  price  series  show  about  the  same 
amount  of  seasonal  variation^     The  indexes  for  the  retail  price  series 
range  over  2,2  percent,  while  the  indexes  for  the  vfholesale  price  series 
range  over  2:1  percent.     This  compares  with  a  ^..6  percent  range  in 
the  raw  sugar  price  series. 

The  standard  error  of  each  index,  which  is  also  given  in  Table  1,  is 
a  measure  of  the  reliability  of  the  index.     The  standard  error  may  be 
visualized  as  a  shaded  band  around  the  index  lines  in  Figure  1.  The 
band  was  omittc^d  lest  most  of  the  area  between  the  three  indexes  appear 
shaded.     Vvhen  the  seasonal  relatives  are  close  to  the  index,  the 
standard  error  is  small  and  the  index  is  reliable.    Vjhen  the  individual 
seasonal  relatives  differ  considerably  from  the  index^  the  standard 
error  is  large  and  the  index  is  not  meaningful. 

In  the  raw  sugar  price  index  series,  the  standard  error  for  February 
and  July  are  the  smallest.     Both  indexes  deviate  from  100,0  by  con- 
siderably more  than  two  standard  errors.     This  may  be  interpreted  to 
mean  that  the  February  price  is  very  likely  to  be  below  the  annual 
average  and  the  July  price  is  very  likely  to  be  above  the  annual 
average,  provided  the  same  conditions  continue  to  be  at  work  as  those 
during  the  period  included*     The  January,  August,  and  September  indexes 
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also  differ  "by  nore  than  ijvio  standard  errors  from  100*0.     All  others, 
except  Ife.y,  differ  by  nore  ths.n  one  but  less  than  t;70  standard  errors 
from  100 »0,     The  I/lay  price  tends  to  fluctuate  rather  vd.dely  around 
100 -.0. 

Not  a  single  index  in  the  riiolesale  sugar  price  series  differs  from 
lOOoO  by  more  than  1*3  standard  errors.     The  indexes  for  February, 
March,  July,  August,  and  September  differ  from  100.0  by  at  least  one 
standard  error,  but  the  indexes  for  the  other  seven  months  of  the 
year  differ  by  less  than  one  standard  error.     Except  in  August  and 
September,  the  standard  errors  of  the  retail  price  indexes  are  much 
smaller  than  those  of  the  wholesale  price  indexes.    As  previously 
observed,  this  n^i.kes  the  indexes  m.ore  significant.     The  April  and  Hay 
indexes  are  nore  than  tivo  standard  errors  below  100.0  and  the  October 
index  is  m.ore  than  t-'.vo  standa.rd  errors  above  100.0.     Tiie  June,  August, 
September,  and  November  indexes  differ  by  at  least  1.3  standard  errors 
from.  100*0;  but  the  indexes  for  the  other  five  m£)nths  differ  from 
100.0  by  less  than  one  standard  error. 

To  summarize,  r&.\\'  sugar  prices  show  a  distinct  pattern  of  seasonal 
variation.     The  seasonal  low  of  97«6  in  J"anuary  and  95,6  in  February 
is  significantly  less  than  100,0  in  the  statistical  sense*  The 
seasone.l  hi£;;h  of  102.2  from  June  through  oeptemLber  is  statistically 
significant  in  the  three  later  of  these  four  months. 

The  v/holesale,  refined  sugar  price  shov/s  surprisinglj?"  little  seasonal 
variation.     The  seasonal  low  of  98 ♦  9  in  FebriTa.r^,''  and.  the  seasonal 
high  of  101.0  in  July  vary  from  100.0  hy  only  about  one  standard  error. 
This  indicates  that  these  low  and  high  points  are  not  significnnt. 
ITone  of  the  other  months  shovr  any  significant  deviation  from.  100.0 
either,  if  two  standard  errors  are  considered  the  mininumi  deviation 
necessary  to  claim,  significance. 

The  retail  sugar  price  index  series  displaj'-s  similarly  little  seasonal 
V8-riation  but'^it  has  a  lov/  point  of  98.8  in  Tiay  v/hich  is  significantly 
belov/  lOOeO^     The  period  of  sea-sonall^r  high  sugar  prices  is  from 
August  -fiirough  October  vn.th  an  index  of  101.0  in  August  and  September 
and  100»8  in  October j  nut  only  in  October  is  the  index  significantly 
above  100.0. 

Althoxigh  the  wholesale  and  retail  index  series  have  about  the  same 
range  around  100,  the  forr.er  index  series  cannot  be  considered 
statistically  significant  but  the  retail  price  index  series  shows 
statistically^  significant  deviation  from  100.0  in  its  seasonal  lo7j- 
month,  one  month  close  to  the  seasonal  high  and  one  month  close  to  the 
seasonal  lov/» 
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Methodological  Note 

Tho  analysis  of  seasonal  variations  is  based  on  the  concept  that  the 
actual  movement  of  a  time  series  can  be  separated  into  changes  due 
to  factors  ether  than  seasonal  variation  and  into  seasonal  variation 
itself.     Tlie  other  factors  may  conveniently  be  called  trend.  The 
trend  is  isolated  by  computing  a  twelve -month  moving  average  of  the 
original  data  (Figure  2)*     The  three  series  show  a  rising  trend  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  five-year  period  -  14  percent  for  the 
ra^v  and  retail  price  series  and  13  percent  for  the  wholesale  price 
series r    As  explained  below^  the  beginning  of  the  period  was  selected 
to  coincide  with  the  post-rationing  lovj-  point  of  sugar  prices t  Each 
original  monthly  price  quotation  is  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the 
moving  average  price  for  the  same  month*     These  percentages  are  called 
seasonal  relatives s     The  five  seasonal  relatives  computed  for  each 
month  are  averaged  and  tho  twelve  averages  are  proportionately  adjusted 
so  as  to  add  up  to  1^200.     These  adjusted  averages  are  the  indexes  of 
seasonal  variation* 

The  indexes  of  seasonal  variation  for  the  three  price  series  v/ere 
constructed  from  the  five-year  period  August  1948  through  July  1953* 
Following  the  end  of  sugar  rationing  and  price  control  in  October  1947, 
sugar  demand  was  abnormally  strong  and  sugar  prices  were  high*  The 
index  numbers  had  to  be  constructed  from  a  reasonably  normal  period 
to  avoid  distortion*     The  after  effects  of  decontrol  had  been  overcome 
by  February  1948,     Prices  for  that  month  were  the  first  observations 
which  v/ere  needed  for  ma.king  the  index  nunibers.     They  were  required  to 
compute  the  tv/elve-month  moving  average  prices  for  August  1948*  Thus, 
August  1948  was  the  first  month  for  which  seasonal  relatives  could  be 
computed.     July  1953  v/as  the  last  month  for  which  seasonal  relatives 
could  be  computed!  the  moving  averages  for  that  month  required  the  use 
of  prices  through  January  1954.
